MR.  LEF,  TO  MR.  THOMAS. 

Question  IL  Do  the  Scriptures  teich  the  Doctrine  i 
of  endless  punishment  for  any  pait  or  portion  of  \ 
the  human  family  ?  j 

Dear  S'r:  Having,  as  I  irn.st,  shown  in  my  last  that; 
punishment  will  c.xisl  after  the  general  restir.'ection  and  j 
general  judgment,  I  propose  in  this  farlher  to  prove  that  | 
luch  puiiislitiient  will  he  endless,  from  the  relation  which  j 
sinners  will  then  sustain  to  the  divine  government.  Af- 1 
ter  the  general  jiidgnicnt  the  sinner  will  not  sustain  to  | 
God’s  moral  government  the  relation  of  a  subject  in  a  I 
state  of  trial  and  probation,  but  that  of  a  subject  who  has  I 
lived  out  his  probation,  done  his  works,  been  judged  for  1 
the  same,  and  entered  upon  his  reward.  Leaving  out' 
of  the  account  infants  and  idiots,  with  whom  you  have  | 
so  strongly  sympathized  in  .some  of  your  letters,  anil 
confining  my  remarks  wholly  to  adiills,  I  s.ay  that  men  : 
can  sustain  Init  two  relations  to  the  divine  udministra- 1 
tion.  Tne  first  is  that  of  a  state  of  trial  or  probation, 
during  which  they  are  held  acconntahle  to  answer  for  | 
theirconduct  at  tlie  judgment  of  the  last  day  ;  the  se- 1 
eond  is  that  of  a  state  of  retribution,  in  which  they  suffer  j 
or  enjoy  the  reward  of  what  they  did  while  in  a  stale  of  i 
trial,  as  it  was  good  or  bad.  These  two  rclati.ins  which 
meusustuin  to  the  divine  government,  are  separated  from  j 
each  other  by  the  jiidgment,  the  intermediate  state  being  ^ 
only  a  state  of  arrest  preparatory  for  judgment.  Y'ou  | 
will  perceive  tli.M  this  argument  proceeds  upon  the  prin- 1 
ciple  that  there  is  to  be  a  general  judgment,  this  point 
having  been  proved  in  my  last.  On  this  ground  the 
judgment,  including  the  intermediate  state,  is  the  divi¬ 
ding  period  between  these  two  relations,  which  men  sus¬ 
tain  to  the  government  of  God,  dividing  man’s  responsi¬ 
ble  existence  into  two  grand  periods,  the  first  of  which 
is  a  state  of  trial  and  the  second  is  a  state  of  retribution. 
Now  as  there  are  but  these  two  slates  in  the  whole  of 
man’s  responsible  e.xialeuce  and  as  the  judgment  divides 
between  the.se.  it  follows  that  all  prior  to  judgment  must 
be  a  State  of  trial,  and  that  all  al\er  judgment  must  be  a 
statb  of  relribulioii. 

You  may  perhaps  ask  for  proof  that  the  present  slate  ; 
is  a  state  of  trial,  in  which  we  act  for  the  retributions  of  j 
eternity.  This  proof  is  found  in  the  fact  that  there  is  to  ' 
be  s  general  judgment,  which  I  proved  in  my  last.  But  1 
I  will  in  this  present  a  few  pas.sages  which,  in  my  view,  i 
prove  this  point.  You  will  please  not  to  forgrt  th.at  a 
great  nnniber  of  texts  were  quoted  in  my  last,  beating  j 
directly  upon  this  point,  which  I  will  not  repeat,  but  on- j 
ly  quote  a  few  in  adilition.  _  I 

Matt,  xix :  10,  17.  “  And  behold,  one  came  and  said  I 
»nio  him.  Good  Master,  what  good  thing  shall  I  do  that ' 
1  may  have  eternal  life  f  And  he  said  unto  him.  if  thou  j 
wilt  enter  into  life  keep  the  commandmen'.s.”  That  this  I 
text  refers  to  the  relrilmtion  of  a  future  stale  appears 
from  two  considerations. 

1.  The  Jew  who  propo.sod  the  question,  could  not 
have  boon  sufficiently  instrncicd  into  the  nature  of  the 
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gospel  economy  as  to  have  intelligihly  himself  pro¬ 
posed  such  a  (question  with  reference  to  gospel  sal¬ 
vation  in  this  life.  And  he  could  not  have  meant  by 
eternal  life  deliverance  when  Jern.siileni  was  destroyed, 
for  as  a  Jew  he  could  have  had  no  cun<;eptioii  uf  that 
event.  . 

2.  The  Jews  did  believe  in  a  fntiire  retrihntion, 
whereby  the  good  would  he  rewarded  with  eternal  life, 
and  the  vvicketl  with  endless  punishment.  Such  being 
their  belief,  the  question  most  cleaily  relates  to  this 
subject,  «nd  with  this  view  the  Saviour’s  answer  is 
most  consistent.  If  then  this  is  the  meaning  of  tlie  text, 
it  clearly  proves  that  the  present  is  a  .state  of  probation 
or  trial  in  which  we  act  for  the  retributions  of  eternity. 

-Mark  x:  3.  “lint  he  shall  receive  an  hundred  fold 
now  in  this  time,  houses,  and  breiliren,  and  sisters,  and 
mothers,  and  cliildren,  and  kinds,  with  persecniions ; 
and  in  the  world  to  coiiie  eternal  life.”  Here  the  re¬ 
ward  of  eternal  life  is  so  obviously  relerred  to  the  future 
world,  in  contradistinction  from  “  this  time,”  that  is,  ihi.s 
life,  that  no  one  can  fail  to  sec  it. 

Jolin  xxi :  2.  “  He  that  loveth  his  life  shall  lose  it,  and 
he  that  hateih  his  life  in  this  world  shall  keep  it  unto 
life  eterr.al.”  Here  are  obviously  two  kinds  of  life  and 
two  worlds  to  which  these  two  kinds  of  life  are  referred. 

1.  There  is  onr  life  in  this  world,  which  we  arc  re¬ 
quired  to  hate,  that  is,  love  less  than  we  love  the  things 
uf  the  future  life. 

2.  'I'liere  is  the  life  eternal,  which  is  to  be  enjoyed  in 
the  future  world.  Now  if  we  love  the  first,  that  is, 
make  this  life  our  first  concern,  we  shall  come  s^rt  of 
eternal  life  in  the  future  world,  but  if  we  so  far  hate 
this  life  as  to  make  the  next  onr  first  concern,  then  shall 
we  “  preserve  it  unto  life  eternal.”  Such  is  doubtless 
the  meaning  of  the  text.  But  what  shows  tiiat  this  eter¬ 
nal  life  relates  to  the  future  world,  is  the  manner  in 
which  it  is  put  in  opposition  to  this  world;  “he  that 
b.'^teth  his  life  iii  this  world,  shall  preserve  it  unto  lile 
eternal.” 

Malt.  XXV :  31-36.  Tlie  whole  paragraph  is  full  to  the 
point.  Here  particular  works  are  named,  siicli  as  feed¬ 
ing  the  hungry,  clothing  the  naked,  visiting  the  sick.  etc. 
These  are  ouch  works  a.s  we  are  required  to  perform  in 
this  life,  for  the  nuii-perfurmance  of  which  sinners  will 
he  punished  when  the  Son  of  .Man  shall  come  in  his 
glory  and  all  the  holy  angels  with  him.  See  2Tlies.  i : 
7,  8,  9,  which  I  qtioted  and  coininenled  upon  in  iny  last. 
'I’his  shows  that  the  blessing  conferred  upon  those  who 
feed  the  hungry,  and  the  curse  pronounced  upon  those 
who  do  not  feed  the  hungry,  etc.,  ns  described  in  the 
paragraph  above  relerred  to,  relates  to  the  future  world. 
The  work.s  are  of  this  wot  Id,  but  the  rew«iid  is  to  be 
given  in  the  next. 

1 'rim.  iv :  8.  “Bodily  exercise  profi'elh  little;  but 
godliness  is  profitable  unto  all  thin£.s,  having  the  pro¬ 
mise  of  the  life  that  now  is,  and  ofihai  which  islocoine.” 
By  godliness  we  are  to  understand  tlie  whole  of  practi¬ 
cal  Christianity  ;  hence,  the  apostle  says  in  the  preced¬ 
ing  verse,  “exercise  thyself  nnto godliness.”  This  god¬ 
liness  to  which  Timothy  was  to  exercise  himself,  has 
“  the  promise  of  the  life  that  now  is,  and  that  which  is 
to  come ;”  it  is  therefore  obvious  that  the  duties  of  this 
life  look  forword  to  the  revvards  promised  in  the  next 
life,  th.at  is,  the  fiitnre  state,  hence  the  apostle  says,' 
2 Tim.  iv;  7,  8,  “I  h.ave  fought  a  good  fight,  I  have 
finished  my  course,  1  have  kept  tlie  faith:  henceforth 
there  is  laid  tip  for  me  a  ciowii  of  righteousness  which 
the  Lord  the  righteous  Judge  shall  give  me  at  that  day.’* 
A  little  attention  to  the  meaning  of  the  words  here  em¬ 
ployed,  and  the  scope  of  the  apostle’s  remarks  will  sliow 
that  this  text  is  perfectly  conclusive  in  proof  that  this  life 
is  a  state  of  probation  or  trial,  and  that  the  next  will  be 
a  retrilinliuii.  ‘•’riiere  is  hencejurth  laid  up  for  me  a 
crown,”  etc.  The  word  “  heucefurth’^Meaus  from  this 
time,  hence,  the  apostle  says,  in  eirecr/roni  this  lime 
there  is  laid  up  for  me  a  crown  of  righteousness.  Now 
why  was  a  crown  laid  up  for  him  from  that  time  7  'I'he 
answer  is  pliiin,  that  lilue  was  the  etid  of  Ins  earthly 
race^  the  completion  of  earthly  warfare,  it  was  liie  time 
of  his  departure  out  of  this  world  ;  in  a  word,  it  was  tlie 
time  of  Ins  death.  It  is  supposed  this  was  written  just 
before  he  was  put  to  death,  in  view  of  whirli  ho 
says,  ver.se  6,  “  I  am  now  ready  to  be  offered,  and  the 
1  time  of  my  departure  is  at  hand.”  Here  we  see  an  in¬ 
spired  apostle,  at  the  point  of  time  that  divides  the  two 
worlds,  looking  back  upon  the  one  which  is  closing,  de¬ 


claring  that  he  is  “  ready  to  be  offered,”  which  is  tlte 
-same  as  to  say  his  work  is  finished,  adding,  “  I  have 
fought  a  good  fight,  I  have  finished  my  course,  I  have 
kept  tlie  faith,”  which  implies  that  he  was  required  to 
fight,  to  run  and  to  keep  tlte  faith,  until  death,  and  no 
longer,  that  then  his  charge,  his  trial,  his  probation 
closed.  We  then  see  him  turning  away  from  the  pro¬ 
bationary  state  which  was  closing,  to  the  world  of  retri- 
billion,  e.xclaiming  “  henceforth  [from  this  time]  there 
is  laid  np  for  me  a  crown  of  righteousness,  which  the 
Lord  shall  give  me  at  that  day.”  This  shows  that 
the  apostle  dated  the  certainly  of  his  crown  from  the 
close  of  the  duties  of  life,  and  the  whole  proves  niost 
clearly  that  he  v  iewed  this  life  as  a  stale  of  trial  or  pro¬ 
bation,  and  the  next  as  a  state  of  relribii'inn,  where  he 
expected  to  enjoy  his  crown.  Note,  thnirgh  his  work 
was  done,  his  fight  over,  and  his  course  finL-^hed,  he  did 
not  expect  the  crown  immediately,  but  says  it  is  laid  up 
for  him,  and  that  it  shall  be  given  him  “  at  that  day.” 
That  is,  tlie  day  of  judgment,  'fhat  it  is  at  the  day  of 
judgment,  is  clear  from  the  fact  that  he  expects  to  re- 
'  ceive  it  from  the  Lord  in  the  character  of  a  Judge; 
“  which  the  Lord  the  righteous  Judge  shall  give  me  in 
that  day.”  Note  also,  that  he  does  not  axpect  to  receive 
litis  crown  because  all  men  are  to  have  a  crown:  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  teachings  of  Universalisin,  for  he  adds, 
“  and  not  to  me  only,  but  unto  all  them  also  that  love  hit 
appearing."  Wot  to  ail  men,  but  only  sneh  as  love  his 
ij  appearing,  shall  thi.s  crown  be  given.  If  there  was  not 
another  text  in  the  Bible  to  prove  the  point,  the  above 
,  would  forever  settle  the  fact  that  in  this  life  we  act  for 
I!  the  relrihution.s  of  eternity,  but  I  will  add  a  few  more. 
''  James  i:  12.  “  Blessed  is  the  man  that  endiirelb  terup- 
!  tation,  for  when  he  is  tried,  he  shall  receive  the  crown 
I  of  life,  which  the  Lord  has  promised  them  that  love  him.” 

I  That  the  same  crown  is  here  referred  to  of  which  PanI 
speaks  in  the  text  last  considered,  there  can  be  no  doubt, 
and  hence,  the  inetiiing  i-*  that  those  who  endure  the 
{' temptations  of  this  world,  that  is  withstand  them,  shell 
;;  have  a  crown  of  life  in  the  future  world.  That'he  creWn 
!'  of  life  is  a  blessing  to  be  conferred  in  the  future  world 
further  appears  from  Rev.  ii :  10.  “  Be  tlioii  faithful 
i!  unto  deaeti.  and  I  will  give  thee  a  crown  of  life.”  This 
Ii  beyond  all  question  speaks  of  a  crown  to  be  enjoyed  in 
i;  the  future  world,  and  yet  to  ohlaiii  it,  we  must  he  failh- 
!  fill  in  this  world  unto  death.  This  proves  beyond  all 
;  doubt  that  the  present,  is  a  probationary  state,  and  that 
M  the  next  will  be  a  state  of  retribution. 

J  This  is  not  anew  doctrine,  for  it  appears  to  h.ave  been 
!'  niiderstuod  as  long  ago  as  when  Moses  was  a  yonng 

I  man;  hence,  we  read,  Hcb.  xi :  24-26,  “  By  faith  Mo- 
ij  scs,  when  he  was  come  to  years,  refused  to  be  called 
I;  the  son  of  Pharoah’s  daughter ;  choosing  rather  to  sufl^ 

,  alfiiction  with  the  people  of  God  than  to  endure  Ike 

pkasiires  of  sin  for  a  season,  for  lie  had  respect  unto  the 
l'  recompense  of  reward.”  There  can  be  no  doubt  that 
;  the  recompense  of  reward  to  which  .Moses  had  respect 
is  to  be  sought  among  the  retributions  Of  the  future 

I I  world. 

:|  I  trust  I  have  now  fully  sustained  the  position  that  this 
j;  life  is  a  slate  of  probation,  and  that  the  slate  following 
!|  the  resurrection  and  judgment  will  be  a  stnteof  retribii- 
i'  tion,  and  will  proceed  to  close  my  argument. 

I  1.  Man’s  entire  responsible  existence  is  made  up  of  a 
]|  state  of  probation  or  trial,  and  a  state  of  retribution. 

;i  2.  The  judgment,  including  the  immediate  state  be- 
j|  tween  death  and  judgment,  divides  man’s  existence  into 
|j  those  two  states,  the  probationary  state  lying  this  side 
jj  of  death  and  judgment,  and  tlie  retributive  state  lying 

II  heyong  death  and  judgment.  This  is  the  point  which 
i|  the  above  Scriptures  and  reasoning  are  designed  to 
Ij  ostalili.sh. 

,|  3.  .As  tliere  are  but  the-^e  two  states,  and  as  the  whole 

;;  of  the  probationary  state  lies  this  side  of  death  and  jiidg- 
j;  meiil,  all  iificr  judgment  must  be  retrihiitive,  whicl. 
proves  beyond  dispute  that  at  the  day  of  judgment  the 
I  blessing  pronoiiiiced  upon  the  righteous  will  be  an  eiid- 
ii  less  blessing,  and  the  curse  pronounced  upon  the  wick- 
I  ed  will  be  an  endless  curse. 

I  I  see  no  way  to  avoid  the  force  of  this  argument,  iiii- 
''  less  you  a.ssuino  that  sinners  will  be  in  a  probationary 

I  state  afrerthe  judgment, a  position  which  would  inyolv'o 
i;  so  many  absurdities  that  {hardly  think  you  will  venture 

II  upon  it. 

jj  1.  Such  a  position  would  contradictyoiiroA-repeated 
"  assertion  that  all  will  be  holy  and  happy  at  the  general 
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reaurrection.  Though  this  position  has,  as  I  trust,  been  '' 
proved  false  by  me,  yet  you  are  bound  to  regard  it  as  |, 
true  in  vour  arguments  until  you  give  it  up  nndac-j. 
knowledge  the  soundness  of  niy  argiiinents  on  the  poin’.ll 
To  argue  that  man  will  be  in  a  probationary  slate  after 
judgment,  will  be  to  admit  that  all  will  not  be  holy  and  i| 
nappy  at  the  resurrection,  and  of  course  to  admit  the 
soundness  of  my  argument  in  No.  21 ;  and  to  admit  that 
men  will  not  he  in  a  probationary  slate  afier  the  jndg-  ;; 
merit,  will  he  to  submit  to  the  conclusion  of  tliis  argu-: 
ment,  that  those  who  shall  then  be  found  in  a  state  of  ! 
punishment  will  necessarily  find  that  an  endless  state.  ' 

2.  To  contend  tliat  men  will  be  in  a  state  of  pioba- 
tion  after  the  Judgment,  would  suppose  the  judgment  , 
not  to  be  final.  This  would  suppose  that  there  must  be 
another  judgment,  to  take  place  beyond  the  one  of  | 
which  the  Bible  speaks.  If  the  present  state  of  trial] 
closes  with  a  general  judgment,  it  must  appear  reason-] 
able  that  every  other  state  of  trial  will  close  iii  the  same  j, 
way;  and  as  it  is  a  matter  of  fact  that  some  do  misim-'i 
prove  the  present,  the  same  may  be  true  of  the  next 
and  every  subsequent  state  of  trial ;  hence,  the  princi-  i 
pie  that  would  assign  to  man  .a  day  of  trial  after  the  last  | 
judgment  of  which  the  Bible  speaks,  would  lay  the  . 
foundation  fiir  an  alternate  succession  of  trial  and  judg-| 
inent  thiough  the  coming  ages  of  eternity.  This,  if 
true,  would  not  favor  Universahsm,  for  as  men  do  mis-' 
improve  the  present  state  of  trial,  for  aught  that  can  hej 
made  to  appear,  they  may  abuse  every  other  stale  of 
trial,  and  never  respond  to  the  fearful  claims  of  their 
probation.  I 

Rejoindf.r  to  .\o.  21. — Having  closed  my  argument , 
for  this  number.  1  will  a  offer  brief  reply  to  you»  1  ist.  in 
defence  of  my  last.  Von  .say,  nearly  the  whole  of  my  hist 
letter  was  devoted  to  the  proof  of  two  points.  ’-‘Ist.' 
That  there  will  be  a  day  ofjudgmentafter  the  resurrection; , 
and  2d.  That  there  will  be  punishment  in  the  immortal  re-i 
surrection  state.  Now[you  say]  though  I  deny  both  these  ] 
doctrines  1  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  notice  any  ofyour  j 
arguments,  except  so  far  as  you  attempt  to  prove  the  , 
doctrine  ofKNDLEss  posish.ment.”  But,  sir,  you  should  ], 
know  that  these  very  points  were  designed  to  prove  end- 
less  punishment.  You  deny  both  the  doctrine  ol  a  gen¬ 
eral  judginoiit  and  of  puiiisiimeiit  after  the-  resurrection, 
and  yet  you  do  not  feel  called  upon  to  meet  ilicr-e 
points!  If  my  argument  be  sound  in  proof  that  pun-;, 
isbineiit  will  exist  after  the  re.surrection,  which  you  sav 
some  Uiiivcrsalists  admit,  it  follows  that  endless  imnish- 
nient  is  true,  luaiigrc  every  thing  you  have  or  can  say  ]i 
on  the  subject.  As  you  hold  tiiat  all  will  be  saved  at 
the  resurrection,  you  mu.st  apply  all  those  texts  wliicli  ■ 
speak  of  the  restoration  of  the  sinner,  to  a  restoration 
at  the  re.snrreciion  or  to  a  period  this  side  of  the  resur¬ 
rection.  Yon  hfdd  of  course  that  iherc  is  no  text  vvliich 
speaks  of  a  deliverance  from  sin  and  iiiiscrjL  alter  the  . 
resurrection.  'I'his  makes  my  argument  conclusive.  1  j 
proved  that  sin  and  puuishmeiit  will  exist  after  the  re- 1’ 
surrection,  and  yon  ddmit  that  no  text  promises  deliv-  .| 
eraiice  from  such  punisimieiit,  from  which  the  concln- !' 
siou  is  irresistible  tliat  such  punishment  will  be  endless. 
Tiie  reason  must  be  very  plain  why  yon  do  not  feel  j 
called  upon  to  notice  such  arguments  ;  you  can  not  aii-jj 
swer  them  without  coiitradicling  your.seif.  [! 

But  you  say  “  there  are  Uiiiver.salists  who  hold  to  j 
punislimciit  in  the  resurrection  state.”  This  is  an  im¬ 
portant  concession,  because  it  is  .so  inuc'i  in  lav  or  ol  my  i 
main  proposition  which  was  that  puuiibmeiit  will 
exist  after  the  resurrection.  This  point  rests  llien  on  ^ 
the  following  evidence.  ,  |

siatently  bring  into  this  discussion  the  arguments  by 
which  they  attempt  to  prove  a  deliverance  from  such 
punislimciit.  !  have  a  right  to  u.se  such  arguments  and 
objections  as  you  are  pleased  to  urge.  When  you  will  i 
.introduce  such  arguments  as  any  class  of  Uuivcrsali.-ts  | 
Urge  in  proof  of  a  redemption  from  hell  in  the  future;;

the  rest  of  mankind,  he  was  pleased  to  ordain  to  dk^. 
honor  ami  wrath  for  their  sins,  to  the  praise  of  his  vin¬ 
dictive  jnstive.  ISnperndded  to  this  doctrine,  we  find 
it  staled  in  the  Cenfession  of  Faith,  that  the  number  of 
these  two  partie.s,  “  is  so  certain  and  definite,  that  it 
can  not  be  eitlier  incereased  or  diminished.  P.  17. 
Sec.  4.  * 

We  observe  tliis  fact  in  regard  to  this  opinion,  that 
before  the  foundation  of  tlie  world,  God  had  fixed  the 
salvation  and  destrnctioii  of  two  parties,  and  that  the 
miiiiber  of  these  parties  is  so  certain  that  it  can  not  be 
iiicrea.sed.  It  coii.seqnently  follows,  that  if  an  indivi¬ 
dual  is  a  non  elect  person,  no  enndnet  of  his,  however 
pure  and  holy,  can  make  him  one  of  the  elect.  On  the 
contrary,  if  an  individual  is  elected,  no  conduct  of  his, 
however  degraded  and  villanons,  ean  change  him  inta 
a  non-elect  per.-oii ;  for  the  numbers  of  each  party  are 
fixed  and  certain  before  the  foundation  of  the  world. 
And  yet,  how  frequently  we  are  told,  that  if  we  do  not 
obey  God,  we  siiall  be  lost  without  remedy.  Thus  pre¬ 
senting  ns  this  singular  and  cruel  proposition— ‘viz., 
that  the  divine  Being  created  some  men  for  destruction, 
and  yet  commands  them  to  obey  in  order  to  escape  ruin, 
when  he  lias  made  it  inipf^ible  for  them  to  obey,  by 
his  own  positiv  e  decree  instituted  before  man  was  born. 

This  is  certainly  such  a  result  as  we  ought  not  to  ex¬ 
pect  a  God  of  Love  to  bring  about — and  such  an  one 
as  he  never  will  bring  about.  Now  as  more,  correct 
views  of  tlie  word  and  diaracter  of  God  have  obtained 
among  tlieologians,  they  have  seen  the  impropriety  and 
crnelty  in  election  and  reprobation;  and  have  kept 
changing  it,  until  It  has  scarcely  any  other  home  than 
the  page  of  the  creed-book.  Rarely  a  person  believes  it 
now — lho.se  who  formerly  cherished  ii,  no'vv  declare 
that  Gael  lores  all  and  that  Christ  died  for  all,  and  con¬ 
sequently  that  all  may  be  saved  if  they  will.  Even  in 
those  chiirclics,  which  still  retain  the  Confession  of  Faith 
that  teaches  election  and  reprobation,  the  free  .salvation 
of  all  is  preached  wlien  in  protracted  meetings,  they 
wish  to  convince  the  whole  congregation  that  pardon  is 
offered  to  them  all.  Professor  Halsey  himself  declar¬ 
ed  that  “  a  creature  was  never  made  just  to  be  misera¬ 
ble.  There  is  not  a  word  of  Scripture  wlrich  intimates 
it.”  Dr.  Beeclier  declared  that  the  “  whole  world  might 
come  in  abreast  if  it  would  and  be  saved.”  While  one 
efthe,  charges  which  the  Old  School- Presbyterians  ur¬ 
ged  against  the  New  School,  is,  “  that  God  has  done 
all  that  he  can  do  for  the  .salvation  of  all  men” — thereby 
implying,  that  the  New  School  members  do  not  be¬ 
lieve  that  God  had  decreed  the  destrnctioii  of  some 
men,  hut  that  he  desire.s  the  salvation  of  all.  And  rare- 
ly  a  person  can  he  found,  professing  Christianity,  but 
wlio  believes  tiiat  Jesus  died  for  all ;  that  he  tasted  death 
for  every  man;  that  he  is  the  propitiation  for  the  sins  of 
the  whole  world — and  that  consequently  all  men  may 
be  saved  if  they  will. 

'Fliis  IS  a  vast  change — it  shows  great  advantage  in 
Christian  knowledge,  and  is  a  broad  step  towards  tliat 
divine  trntb  which  beams  on  every  page  of  Scripture.
